Most boys know a 
walnut tree wbsn they sec it, but if 
they were to take a walk through the 
woods and attempt to name the trees, 
they would not go very far before dis- 
covering their ignorance. One way of 
learning the trees is by collecting spec- 
imens of bark, leaves and blossoms 
and studying them.

Edward's Sioted Gnest. 


How ideas grow or diminisli in their 


realization according to circumstances 
Ia shown in an anecdote of Muzaffar- 
ed-Din, the shah of Persia, who is now 
the guest of King Edward at Marlbor- 
ough House, and the Persian sculptor 
Boucher, says the New York livening 
Post The shah had ordered a bust and 
on its completion expressed his satis- 
faction at the excellence of tbe like- 
ness and of the work. "Cut." he said 
to the sculptor, "it looks some way in- 
complete. We must have a full length 
statue." When the statue was satis- 
factorily finished, it was tbe artist's 
turn to find'the plan too small. "Your 
majesty," said Boucher, "in this coun- 
try we represent on foot only the poli- 
ticians and ministers. I can see in my 
mind's e3~e your majesty on horse- 
back." Hfs majesty accordingly was to 
be seen on an Arab steed in bronze in 
Boucher's atelier, and the modest bust 
has grown into an equestrian statue 
which stands in tbe courtyard of tbe 
palace at Teheran." 


For a Persian the shah is said to 


have the kindliest disposition and is 
extremely generous. He is a power- 
fully built man. fond of outdoor sports. 
Deeply versed ia theology, he reads 
and speaks French better than his fa- 
ther did ar.d is foad of rendering Per- 
sian verse in Arabic. He is a student 
of European politics- Since ascending 
to the throne he has issued :m edict 
which perpetually abolishes ail tases 
and dues on bread and moat He has 
also decreed that honors sliall be con- 
ferred for merit only and not for pecu- 
niary consideration.

Figures Tnlieii From tlie Boobs of 


tbe Gllbcrton Colliery. 


Since it is contended that the ques- 


tion of wages is the main issue in the 
coal miners' strike, the Pottsville (Pa.) 
correspondent of the Philadelphia 1'ub- 
lic Ledger has taken the pains to ex- 
amine the pay roll of. a colliery at Gii- 
berton. 
He was permitted to take 


from it statements of actual wages 
paid for a period shortly before the 
strike. The locality does not matter, 
as the, rates, are the same everywhere. 
These pay rolls are made up semi- 
monthly, and the one examined cov- 
ered a period of fourteen working days. 


In the first Instance, selected at ran- 


dom, four miners h.id a contract for 
robbing breasts at 55 cents per car. 
They had eighteen laborers working 
under them and paid by tbe proprie- 
tors on the contractors' account They 
produced 959 carloads, amounting to 
^•327.45. The superintendent remarked 
in passing that a large proportion of 
this product was worthless rock, but 
it was charged and paid for as co^l 
since there is no dockage in the Scbu3'l- 
kill region. The same men had a con- 
tract to drive headings, in connection 
with their other work, at $3 per yard. 
They drove twenty yards, which add- 
ed $100 to their total" earnings, making 
them SG2T.45. From this must be de- 
ducted .?45S.GS, paid to their laborers, 
and colliery charges 
for 
supplies 


amounting to &M.53; total, -$4S8.0G. 
leaving the contractors a profit of 
$138.79. But. as three of them worked 
fourteen days each, while the other 
worked but thirteen, their pay was di- 
vided accordingly, and tliey received 
respectively $42. 542. $42 and $.13. 


The-tneni working for these contract- 


ors were paid, according to their tech- 
nical status, as miners and laborers, 
the former at the rate of ?12 per wec-!c 
(basis price), plus the 10 per cent noted 
above, the latter at the rate of SlO-^'j 
per week, plus 1C per cent. The lat- 
ter, when they worked full time, re- 
ceived $27.59, a shade less than S2 a 
day, while of the former one industri- 
ous man who had no regard for the 
eight hour principle and made three 
and one-half days' overtime made 
SG7.20- 


In another case four contract miners 


cut twenty-sis cubic yards of coal at 
S3 a yard, amounting to $130. and 
drove thirteen and a half yards of 
heading at $2 a yard. They employed 
one man for six days at $12 a week 
and charged for his time at cost Their 
total earnings were ?177.<>J: but. as in 
the other case, they were unequally 
divided because thc men did not all 
work full time, and the highest tuau

XPW York, Sept. 1.—Just before sail-

General C'orbin's aid. and 
Lieutenant McCoy, General Wood's aid. 
It is made of .wool of close weave, but 
for-tropical service the material will 
be cotton and linen mixed. 


For Ruveral^years the army has been 


wearing a cotton drab uniform the 
color of which is generally known as 
khaki. This provided a suitable uni- 
form for field service in hot weather 
and in the tropics. The necessity for 
a uniform of a more inconspicuous 
shade, however, Tvas made manifest as 
soon as the United States found itself 
again at war under changed conditions 
as to firearms which have taken place 
in recent years. 


It has been fully demonstrated that 


the old blue uniform is too conspicuous 
to be worn in action in modern war- 
fare. This fact alone brought about 
the creation of thc new olive drab uni- 
form. It was not selected, as has been 
generally intimated in many newspa- 
pers, as a matter of choice, but sirup!}' 
because it seamed to be an absolute 
requirement fur the purp^sos for which 
it has been adopted. A particular 
shade was accepted after repeated

More famous still ib the pretty 
Southdown, which gets its name from 
the southern "downs" or flat lands of 
Dorsetshire. The soil i.s a mixture of 
clay, chalk and sand or fine gravel. 
The blending of these produces some of 
the most fertile soil in the British 
isle;-. A streak of the chalk formation 
passing through tho county on the 
north is called the north downs, a simi- 
lar belt in south Dorset is called the 
south downs, and there is where the 
Southdown sheep come from. 


In this county, too, on thc coast near 


Weymouth are the Portland stone 
quarries and Portland prison, where 
convicts work out their time. Off- 
shore salmon and groat schools of 
mackerel are caught, likewise herring 
of excellent quality. A broiled kip- 
pored herring is one of the poor man's 


i luxuries in England. Oysters are fair- 
ly abundant off the Dorset coast,_ but 
the less said of them the better. 


Wimbornc is 112 miles southeast of 


London. At this time of year the roads 
arc perfection, and it is not uncommon 
for robust and enthusiastic tourists to 
make the journey on their bicycles. 
Xo trip could be more delightful. To 
the American used to the neglected, 
scarred and ruthlessly ruined land- 
scapes of the rural regions of the 
United States all this part of England 
looks like a well kept lawn. The only 
blot is the detestable high -walls on 
each side-of the country roads. For 
raiios they shut out the view of ll. 
landscape. 


Evt;ry town of any note in Great 


Britain has its cathedral, abbey or 
min.stur or other religious temple dat- 
ing back to the da\s when men be- 
lieved they could save their souls by 
piling up -\.-ist and splendid cliuixh 
buildings. The I'.ritish have an appe- 
tite for cathedrals, grown by lon-r 
feasting their gaze on these perhaps.

under the direction of Professor Mar- 
shall II. ixnille of the American Mu- 
seum of Natural IIiMory. who has just 
returned to the United States, have 
brought to light new and important 
ovideii'-os of th,1 ancient Zapotecan 
civilization which sprang up thousands 
of year': atro in America and flonri<-hed 
with dazzling splendor long before the 
coming tjf Cortes but about which 
nrclnwlogivts yet know comparatively 
little. The discoveries made by Pro- 
fev<or S.iville cb arly indicate that tho 
culture of the Zapotecans -uas different 
in many respects irom the Aztecs of 
Mexico as v. ell as from tbe Mayas of 
Yucatan. The relation of their culture 
to that of other Mexican tiibes is an 
important archsi'olouical probh in. and 
the expedition of tbe mu«-"um has con- 
tributed much toward the solution of 
this interesting question. 


Southwest from this city and but a 


few miles distant is a ranste of hills 
on which are tho re-mains of tlie great 
fortified city known as Monte Alban. 
which was probably tlie ancient capital 
of the Xsipoteean empire. This entire 
region is filled with groups of mounds 
showing a thickly populated province 
in former times, l-'or centuries tliesc 
mounds June remained 
unexploiod, 


though in recent years a few objects of 
ancient art have been unearthed by 
Jocal collector.'-. It is in tliis rich field 
of arclueological research, operating 
under a concession from the Mexican 
government, that Professor Saville has 
been suceesbfully conducting his ex- 
plorations for the past three or four 
years and which he has but recently 
completed. 


Tbe final scries of tornlis explored 


were located at Cuilapa, se\en miles 
southeast of this city, all in the area of 
Zapotecan culture. 


At this, point seven large mounds were 


excavated and seven stone craves un- 
covered. The mounds covering these 
varied in height from 10 to TO feet by 
KiO feet square. Some were in the 
form of a pyramid, others were rec- 
tangular in shape and a few circular. 


One problem was definitely settled 


as to the cxaot character of these ex- 
cavations—those of rectangular sliape 
were found to be burial mounds and 
to contain the most important tombs, 
while the pyramidal ones -were-temple 
structures, having foundations and col- 
timiis below. The interiors reveal 'a 
general plan of construction, though 
varying in size. They were built of 
huge masses of stone nicely dressed 
and covered with cement «nd stucco 
painted red. Above the lintel were 
stucco decorations representing sym- 
bolic figure-.. Above these, were phiced 
fhe large funeral urns in a row. The 
doors of the tombs were sealed by 
larcre stone slabs. 


Upon masiy of the tombs were mural 
•mitinss and liiurogh |>hi'-s. revealing 


an entirely new form of writing from 
that previously known in Mexico.

i The daily advices of the war depart- 
^jent ot'ihe' progress of tbe, Cholera, 
Epidemic in Manila and tbe I'billnpiifl's 
Continue to- indicate that there is no 
hope of 'Checking the disease until llie 
typhoon season is well on, says a spe- 
cial dispatch from Washington to the 
New York Times. 


The health service of the city gov- 


ernment is overwhelmed with the work 
that has fallen upon it, and the health 
officials in all the interior to \viis are 
in the same plight 


The epidemic is not confined to the 


low country towns, but has been under 
headway in Dagupan and the" moun- 
tain towns north of there for a month. 
An efficient system of reports has been 
maintained, and the authorities know 
.•what they have to contend with. 


The number of deaths in the prov- 


inces ranges from 350 to 450 daily. 
The beginning of the rainy season 
makes the danger greater, as the 
streams-carry' tbe cholera germs every- 
where and spread the, disease. 
- There are'pii an'average\frcrai fifty 
tojsgyenly new cases daily in Manila' 
antLpearly as many deaths. TJiere are 
many cases on the* ships in fhe bay, 
anaSnis is an increased cause' of dan* 
ger, 4s the quarantine authorities call- 
not get at them; arid violations-of the 
health regulations are constantly oc- 
curring. 


The worst occurrence is the death of 


natiyes who have crawled off uncared 
for and have died in out of the way 
places. It is a common thing to find 
bodies of victims of cholera floating 
In Pasig river, and in one day recently 
six such bodies were fished out. 


The disease has in a number of cases 


broken out on ships that have been in 
close quarantine for several days. It 
Is said that this is due to using the 
water of the bay, which is very im- 
pure. The ships have condensers, but 
few distill the water and so remove all 
danger of infection. 


The morgue wagon drivers are over- 


worked night and day. The hospitals 
are filled, and temporary ones have 
been provided. 


Part of the difficulty arises from the 


superstitious idea of the natives, who 
believe the disease is a visitation from 
tfeaven and not to be resisted. It has 
several times happened that bodies of 


•QJe^and women who have died of chol- 
P]p» E^ve been .concealed by the na- 
tives - roc several days before the 
Ifealth autnorities have found, them. 


Official reports credit much of the 


difficulty to contending with the epi- 
demic to the inefficiency of the Filipino 
doctors. When working under Amer- 
icans, they are useful, but indcpen-_ 
tiently they soon fail. They will iiof-

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FATAL DISCOVERIES. PEOPLE OF THE DAY 


INVENTIONS THAT BROUGHT THEIR 


ORIGINATORS TO THE GRAVE. 


Scientific Secret* That Jlaie Brci 


Burled With the Men Who 1'ox- 
•CMKed Them' and That Were the 
CnuneH ot Their Traffic TuJkln« Off 
The mazlm which states that silence 


is golden has cost the world some of 
the greatest discoveries of modern 
times, for not a few of the inventors 
.whose names would have been haudet 
down to posterity as public benefac- 
tors have been killed by their secrets 
before .'they' would consent to divulge 
them to their fellow beings. 
x'Iu 1895 all Europe was startled by 
the discovery of a new explosive called 
fulmiuite, which, it was believed, 
would revolutionize modern warfare. 
It was the invention of an Exeter 
scientist named Sawbridge, and sam- 
ples of the explosive which were test- 
ed by"the government revealed the fact 
that its power was three times greater 
than that of cordite and in conse- 
quence it would treble the range of a 
rifle bullet. The German government 
offered Sawbridge £20,000 for his in 
vention, which he patriotically refused 
until the home authorities had had the 
first option of purchase. But just as 
the latter were about to seal a cou- 
tract with him the news came that his 
laboratory bad been blown up and him- 
self with it 
Unfortunately he left 


no records whatever, and although 
some of the leading experts of the day 
minutely examined the debris they 
failed to discover the secret, which is 
probably lost forever. 
•About half a century ago an Italian 
priefct named Luigi Taranti discovered1 
a'meth'od of making stained glass, the 
Coloring of which was declared equal 
to that made by the ancients, whose 
secret has been 'lost. 
Tarauti- aban- 


doiied holy orders und set to work to 
execute the hundreds of commissions 
he received in the secrecy of his work- 
shop at Ostia, near Rome. The finest 
stained glass windows in Italy were 
made by him, and he guarded his se- 
cret well, for when a year later he was 
found dead of blood poisoning, set up 
by the pigments he employed, it was 
realized that he had carried his secret 
with him. 
The cleverest workmen 


;w.ere called in to examine the ingredi- 
ents, but they one and all failed to 
penetrate the 'dead man's secret. 


The person who could make compo- 


sition billiard balls equal to those of 
Ivory would quickly qualify as a mil- 
lionaire, and it is not an impossible 
task, for it has already been done. 
Some years ago a Scotch manufactur- 
er put composition billiard balls on the 
market which were as good at but 
only a third of the price of those al- 
ready In use. He refrained from pat- 
enting his invention and made all the 
balls himself, even his family being 
prohibited from sharing his secret. 
But just jas_h.e. was beginning to taste 
the fruits of his "experiments he was 
one day mortally wounded by an acci- 
dent in his workshop and died before 
he _. could make any statement. 
Ex- 


jjerts were-given specimens of the balls 
to analyze, but in spite of the fact that 
they succeeded in tracing the materi- 
als used they have long since given up 
all hopes of being able to discover how 
they were .put together. 


The only man who has yet been suc- 


cessful In taking photographs in color 
,was a martyr to his discovery, the 
secret of which is lost. Some years 
ago Dr. Herbert Franklin of Chicago 
submitted a number of colored photo- 
graphs—of a somewhat crude nature, 
it is true—to the leading American 
scientific institutions, and the encour- 
agement he received was such that 
he built himself a laboratory, proof 
against the wiles of spies, at a cost 
of §12,000, wherein to perfect his in- 
dention. 
In the preparation of his 


jplates he used a charcoal fire, and one 
day when at work he omitted to open 
the ventilators and was found asphyx- 
iated. He had refrained from divulg- 
ing his secret to any one, and in con- 
sequence, although some partially fin- 
ished plates that hid the secret re- 
mained, the way they were prepared 
Is a problem that has baffled scientists 
to this day. 
1 Another victim to his secret was 
'Adams, the inventor of tallium, the 
greatest discovery in the metals of the 
age. Adams was confident that a metal 
could be produced which, although as 
hard as steel, was only half its weight 
and price, and after five years' experi- 
menting with an electrical process tal- 
lium was the result The invention 
Itras taken up throughout America, and 
orders for thousands of tons of the 
metal began to pour in from the lead- 
ing railway companies. 


But it -was tco late. The enormous 


mental strain he had undergone, 
coupled with the sensation of finding 
millions -within his grasp, took away 
his reason, and he was confined in an 
asylum. He left no records to explain 
the process, and no amount of per- 
suasion drew the secret from him, 
.•which perished locked up in his brain 
CThea two years later he died a help- 
less lunatic.—London Tit-Bits.

HINTS FOR FARMERS 
'•*. 
A Cave For Stvriujc Apple*. 


For storing fruit on the farm nothing 


can equal a good cuvc. J. F. Record, 
one of the leading orchardists in south- 
western Iowa, Inillt a cave seven years 
ago and lius found it an excellent place 
ill which to store apples. The cave 
was dug into a north hill slope ;ind 
the dirt removed with a spade and 
wheelbarrow. It is 10 feet wide b.v OU 
feet deep and will hold two carloads of 
apples. The clay walls need nothing 
to hold them in place. 


The roof is made of bridge plank, 


held in place b.v posts along the sides. 
The pluuk are covered with dirt and 
sodded over to turn the rain. Two 
twelve inch tiles at (lie top provide ven- 
tilation. Rats have not bothered much. 
A few got in, but were caught with a 
wire trap. A fruitliouse 10 by '20 feet 
is built In front of the cave. Double 
doors open on the north, so that two 
wagons can be backed in for unload- 
ing. There is an orchard and timber 
on the south, so that hot south winds 
have no chance to enter this cave. Ap- 
ples are stored in barrels, which are 
kept off the ground.—American Agri- 
culturist. 


Ha-rc Good Coirs. 


To make farm dairying profitable it 


is necessary to have good cows and to 
know how to make good butter all 1hc 
year. That this can be done without 
ice we know from experience. 
It is 


also necessary to be conveniently lo- 
cated with reference to market. Then 
there is ample room for the exercise 
of business discretion. In every city 
there is an active demand for good, 
fresh butter, and customers who will 
be glad to pay the price of the best 
creamery butter for an equally good 
article that is several days younger. 
Everything else being equal, the ex- 
cellence of butter is accurately meas- 
ured by its age. It is best when fresli 
from the churn and next best the day 
after. The third day it is not so good 
as on the second day, and every day 
thereafter, whether kept in cold stor- 
age or in open air, detracts from its 
excellence. 
We have never known a 


city market to be overstocked with 
strictly .first class, fresh butter.—Farm 
and Ranch.
